Russo says Shaw was one of 
the plotters. 

Shaw has heen accused by 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison of con- 
spiring in the assassination, 
along with Lee Harvey Oswald 
and David W. Ferrie. 

The defense says Shaw, 55, a 
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retired

Oswald, whom the Warren 
Commission found to be the 
sole assassin, was gunned down 
in Dallas, Tex., on Nov. 24, 
1963, two days after the Ken- 
nedy: murder. Ferrie died here 
in early 1967, shortly after the 
DA’s .^investigation became pub- 
lic. 

Monday will be the fourth 
day of actual testimony in the 
case and Garrison’s chief 
prosecutor, James L. Alcock, 
said as court adjourned Sat- 
urday, “Perry Raymond Rus- 
so is our next witness.” 

During testimony Friday and 
Saturday, Charles I. Spiesel, a 
New York accountant, told of 
still another 1963 party purport- 
edly laced with assassination 
talk and allegedly attended by 
Shaw and Ferrie.

Russo recalled details of what 
the state says was a murder 
plot after he underwent hyp- 
nosis to freshen his memory. 
His testimony, on the basis of 
Garrison’s opening statement, 
forms the core of the state’s! 
case. 

Russo will be the 16th prose- 
cution witness.
